G.S.R. 646.-— The following draft of certain rules; which the Central Govern- 
ment' proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by section 43B of 
the Sea Customs Act, 1878- (8 of 1878), as in force in India and as applied to the 
State of Pondicherry is published as required by sub-section (3) of the said 
section for the information of ajl persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice 
is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after 
the September, 1 BBB. 

Anv objection or suggestion which mmy be received from any person with 
respect to, the said draft before the date so specified will he. considered by the 
■Central Government, 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title. — -These rules may be called the Customs Duties Drawback (Hand 
Inflators) Rules, 1-B58. 

2. Definitions. — bn These rules, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

'(a) “the< Act” means the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878); 

(b) “guods” means inflators operated by hand, of all types including cycle 

pumps, manufactured in India or the State of Pondicherry and in the 
manufacture of which imported material has been used; 

(c) “imported materials” means materials, imported into India or the State 

of Pondicherry on payment of Customs duty. 

3. Goods in respect of which drawback may be paid.— Subject to the pro- 
visions of the Act and these rules a drawback shall be allowed in respect of the 
Imported material used in the manufacture of the goods exported from India 
or the State of Pondicherry, or shipped as stores for use on board a ship proceeding 
to a foreign port. 

4. Rate of drawback. — (1) The rate of drawback admissible under these rules 
on the shipment of the. goods shall be the average customs duty paid, on the 
imported materials used m the manufacture of the goods, 

(2) Such rate shall he determined by the Central Government (hereinafter in 
this sub-rule referred to as the Government) at such intervals as the, Government 
may consider necessary on the basis of information furnished by the manufacturer 
of the goods and verified by the Government, in respect of the duty paid on 
imported materials during such period as in the opinion of the Government is 
relevant for the purpose. 
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6, Manner of allowing drawback.— Drawback shall be allowed on the shipment 
of the goods from any port in India or the State of Pondicherry subject to the 
following conditions, namely: — 

(a) that the shipper shall on the relative shipping bill make a declaration 

that a claim for drawback under section 43B of the Act. is being made; 
and 

(b) that the shipper shall furnish the Customs Collector with a copy of the 

shipment invoice or any other document giving details of the 
description, quantity and value of the goods under shipment. 

6. Powers of Customs Collector. — For the. purpose of these rules, the Customs: 
Collector may require the shipper or the manufacturer of the goods to produce 
any books of accounts or other documents relating to the proportion and quantity 
of the imported material used in the. manufacture of the goods and the duty paid 
thereon, or to furnish any return in respect thereof. 

7. Access to manufactory. — The manufacturer of the goods in respect of which 
a drawback is claimed under these rules shall giVe access to every part of the 
manufactory to any officer of the Central Government specially authorised in 
this behalf by the Chief Customs Officer or the Chief Customs Authority, to 
enable the officer so authorised to inspect the processes of manufacture and to 
verify by actual check or otherwise the statements made in support of the claim 
for drawback.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the- Central 
Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (I of 1944), as in force in India, and as applied to the 
State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby makes tne following further 
amendments in the Central Excise Rules, 1944, namely: — 

1. In the said rules, in rule 65— 

(i) For sub-rule (8-A), the following sub-rule shall be substituted, namely;— 

"(8-A). A licensee seeking a change in the classification of his factory 
producing matches so as to entitle him to the preferential rates of 
duties provided in the First Schedule to the Act for factories whose 
daily output docs not exceed 100 gross of boxes per day, or for 
factories whose output does not exceed 500,000 gross of boxes per 
year, shall give 30 days' notice of his Intention to do so to the 
Assistant Collector in whose jurisdiction the factory, is situated. The 
Assistant Collector shall grant the necessary certmcate to the licensee, 
on his executing a bond in the proper Form, undertaking in case the 
scale of production should exceed the prescribed limit during the 
currency of the certificate, to pay to the Government such duty, ana 
other sums of money, if any, as would have been payable by him II 
such certificate had not been granted”. 

(ii) After sub-rule (8-A) the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely:— 

"(8-B). A licensee may claim refund of the duty paid in excess of the 
appropriate, rate of duty provided in the First Schedule to the Act 
for factories whose daily output does not exceed 100 gross of boxes 
per day, or for factories whoso output does not exceed 500,000 gross 
of boxes per year but exceeds 100 gross of boxes per day. Sucn 
refund shall be allowed by the Assistant Collector concerned if he 
is satisfied that the daily or annual output did not exceed the pres- 
cribed limit and that the claim is preferred within three months, 
after the close of a quarter or after the close, of calendar year iru 
respect of which refund of differential duty is claimed.”

G.8.R. 651. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of sec- 
vion 26A of the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923 (21 of 1923), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules, namely — 

1. Short Title and Commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Indian 
Merchant Shipping (Medical Examination) Rules, 1058. 
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2. Definitions. — (2) They shall come into force at once. 

In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires: — 

(a) “Act” means the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923; 

(b) “Appeal Board” means the Medical Appeal Board for Seamen consti- 

tuted under rule 13; 

(c) “Director” means the Director, Seamen’s Employment Office, Bombay 

or Calcutta, as the case may be, and includes at other places such 
other officer as the Director General of Shipping may appoint to 
perform the functions of the “Director” under these rules; 

Id) “medical authority” means the medical officer appointed under rule 4 
for the purposes of sub-section (1) of section 26A of the Act; 

(e) “prescribed standards” means the standards of physical fitness as set 
. out in Annexure ‘A’ to these rules; 

(f) “registration book” means the Registration Book issued to a seaman 

under rule 14 of the Indian Merchant Shipping (Seamen’s Employ- 
ment Office, Bombay/Calcutta) Rules, 1 954 ; 

(g) “Seaman” includes a person selected or approved or | eligible for 

engagement as ‘seaman’; 

(h) “Shipping master” means the Shipping Master Bombay or Calcutta, as 

the case may be and at other places such other officers as are compe- 
tent to discharge the duties of Shipping Master. 

3 Application— The provisions of sub-section (1) of section 26 A of the Act 
shall not apply to: — 

(a) seaman while serving on home trade ships; or 

(b) categories of seamen specified in column 1 subject 1o the conditions 

specified in column 2 of the subjoined table:

5 Application for Medical Examination.— A seaman requiring a certificate of 
physical fitness for engagement or re-engagement for service on ships shall apply 
to the ‘Director’ for medical examination. 

fi Arrangements for Medical Examination.— On receipt of an application for 
medical examination, the 'Director' after satisfying himself that the applicant is 
otherwise eligible, shall cause particulars of the, seamon to be posted in a register 
and shall fix a date, time and place for such medical examination and inform the 
armlicant accordingly. He shall also transmit to the ‘medical authority a request 
for the medical examination of such seaman giving relevant particulars namely 
name age category, marks of identification including his Registration No. Continu- 
ous Discharge Certificate No. and Medical Roster No. if any, already allotted to 
him, 

7 ADnea ranee for Medical Examination.— (1) Every seaman .referred to in 
rule' 6 shall present himself before the medical authority and produce his Regis- 
tration Book and Continuous Discharge Certificate if held, at the appointed time 
and place for medical examination and at such subsequent dates and times as he 
mav be required by the medical authority. 
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(2) If a seaman fails to appear for the medical examination without any valid 
grounds in response to three consecutive calls from the ‘Director’ the latter may, 
after recording his reasons in writing, debar the seaman 'from appearing for the 
medical examination for a period not exceeding six months, 

8. Nature of Medical Examination, — Every seaman appearing for medical 

examination shall be subjected by the medical authority to such tests as may be 
considered necessary for determining his physical fitness in accordance with the 
prescribed standards. ' 

9. Records of, Medical Examination. — The medical authority shall maintain a 
full reeprd of the medical examinations conducted with copies of certificates of 
physical fitness issued and shall also render weekly returns to the ‘Director’ 
showing the result of the medical examination in respect of every seaman examin- 
ed during the week. The date and result of the examinallon shall also be endors- 
ed in the Registration Book at the place reserved for additional endorsements. 

10. Certificate of Physical fitness. — ( , _ . examination, 

the medical authority shall issue to every seaman satisfying the prescribed stand- 
ards a certificate of physical fitness in the form set out in Annexurc ‘B’ to those 
rules. 

(2) In the. event of a seaman failing to satisfy the ‘prescribed standards’ due 
to any temporary defect, which in the opinion oi the medical authority is likely 
to be cured after treatment, the medical authority shall issue to the seaman a 
certificate with the remarks ‘temporarily unfit’ indicating generally, where pos- 
sible, the reasons for such unfitness and with the remarks thaf the seaman should’ 
come for re-examination after the cause of his temporary unfitness is removed. 

(3) A Seaman not satisfying the prescribed standards of physical fitness and 
found suffering from a disease or physical defect .which, in the, opinion of the 
medical authority examining him, renders him permanently unfit for sea service, 
shall be given a certificate of ‘permanent unfitness’. 

- (4) The medical authority may, having regard to the nature of the defect or 
disease, issue a certificate of fitness valid for six months or for the, duration of 
one round voyage, whichever is longer. 

‘‘Note’’ Sub-rules (2), (3) and (4) shall not apply to new entrants examined 
in accordance with the standards prescribed in Part I of Annexure ‘A’ to these 
rules 

11. Record of results The Director shall maintain a record of the results of 

medical examinations in respect of seaman referred by him for medical examina- 
tion. 

12. Validity. — (1) A certificate of physical fitness issued by the medical autho- 
rity shall be valid for a period of five years from the date, of issue. 

(2) If the period of validity of a certificate expires in the course of a voyage, 
the certificate shall be deemed to continue in force until the end of that voyage. 


13. Application for re-examination.— (1) The Central Government shall set up 
an authority to be known as ‘The Medical Appeal Board lor Seamen’ consisting 
of at least two doctors not connected with any shipowner or with any organisa- 
tion of shipowners or seafarers, to consider applications for rc-examinaiion of 
seamen who fail to get certificates of physical fitness for sea service at each of 
Ihe ports of Bombay and Calcutta and if necessary, at any other place where 
arrangements for medical examination of seamen exist. 

(2) Against a decision of the Medical authority, a seaman may, within a period 
oF 3 months from the date on which the certificate is issued to him by the medical 
authority, submit an application to the Appeal Board through the Director of the 
Port or place at which he was medically examined. 

(3) Every application for re-examination shall be accompanied by a fee of 
Ks 5. 

(i) On receipt of the application and the fee, the Director shall refer it to the 
Appeal Board and thereafter inform the seaman of the time and place of hia 

examination by the Appeal Board. 
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(5) The decision of the Appeal Board shall be final except in respect of a 
seaman who has: 

(i) put in five or more years of active service; 

(II) produced a certificate from one of the Government medical specialists 
not below the rank of Civil Surgeon in the particular disabilities in 
relation to which he was previously declared unfit by the Appeal 
Board, testifying that he has been cured of the disabilities; 

(iii) paid with the application for re-examination for the second time by 
the Appeal Board a fee. of ten rupees; and 

such a seaman may be given a second and final chance to appear before the 
Appeal Board, 

Note — This rule does not apply to the new entrants examined in accordance 
•with the standards prescribed in Bart I of Annexure ‘A’ to these rules. 

14. Exemption. — Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, the. Direc- 
tor may allow a seaman not in possession of a certificate of physical fitness to be 
engaged on board any ship for one voyage if, owing to shortage of time or other 
special reasons to be recorded in writing, he is satisfied that it is not possible for 
the seaman to appear for the medical examination. In such cases, he shall cause 
to be endorsed on the Registration Book that the seaman has been exempted from 
the Medical examination for one voyage. No seaman may be exempted for a 
.second voyage under the provisions of this rule, under any circumstances. 

15. Fees.— (1) The cost of the arrangements made by the Government for 
the medical examination of seaman may be recovered by the levy of a fee on all 
Shipping Companies engaging: 

(i) seaman in possession of certificates of physical fitness issued under 

these, rules, and 

(ii) seaman exempted in accordance with the provisions of these rules. 

(2) The fee shall be Re. 1 per seaman engaged by a Shipping Company and 
•shall be recovered by the Shipping Master at the time of engagement of the 
-seaman, 

(3) The fee so realised shall be credited to the Government account by the 
Shipping Master. 

16. Duplicate or re-issue of a certificate. — A fee of Rs. 2 shall be charged from 
a seaman for the issue, of a duplicate certificate of physical fitness when the origin- 
al is torn or lost through his own fault. 

17. Repeal and savings. — The Indian Merchant Shipping (Medical Examina- 
tion) Rules, 1951, are hereby repealed: 

Provided that appointments made, acts done and certificates issued under the 
xepealed rules shall be deemed to have been made, done or issued under the 
corresponding provision of those rules. 


Annexure ‘A'

STANDARDS OF MEDICAL FITNESS 
Part 1 

For new entrants and for seamen desiring to join a particular department for 

the first time. 

(1) Candidate should be free from evidence of any contagious or infectious 
disease, He should not be suffering from any disease which Is likely to be 
aggravated by sea service or is likely to render him unfit for sea service or to 
endanger the health of the public. He should also be free from evidence of 
tuberculosis in any form active or healed. 
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The minimum requirements in respect of new entrants. 

Height: 5' 2", 

Weight: 105 lbs. 

Chest: 29" expandable to minimum of 31" 

In case of Laccadive seamen the minimum requirements shall be: 

Height; 5'. 

Weight: 100 lbs. 

Chest: 29" expandable to a minimum of 31". 

(2) Age 

At the time of his first entry to the seafaring profession the age of a seamani 
shall not be less than 18 years and shall not exceed 25 years. (Relaxation per- 
missible in special cases). 

The age of retirement shall be 60. 

After attainment of 60 years of age, however a seaman may, if acceptable to a 
shipowner and if certified fit by the prescribed medical authority, be allowed to> 
sign on till he is 62. For every voyage after 60 the seaman shall have to obtain 
a fresh certificate of physical fitness. 

(3) Eyes 

There should be no evidence of any morbid condition of either eye or of the- 
lids of either eye which may be liable to risk of aggravation or recurrence. 

STANDARDS OF VISION

Speech should be without impediment. 

(7) Alimentary System ' 

1. Candidates should have sufficient number of natural teeth (In healthy state)* 
for mastication. 

2. Spleen should not be palpably enlarged and there should be no evidence of 
tenderness In the splenic area, 

3. Liver should not be palpable or tender. 

4 There should be no oral sepsis. 

5. There should be no sugar in urine. 
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6, Candidates should not be suffering from haemorrhoids, Assures in ano, fistulae 
-anal, hernia or bubenocele or ischio-reetal abscess or hydrocele. 

X8) Cardio Vascular System 

1. Blood pressure should not exceed 85 diastolic and 140 systolic, 

2. Candidates with low blood pressure (i.e. systolic below 100) should be rejected. 

3. There should be no sign of any cardiovascular disease. 

,(9) Respiratory System 

Candidates should be free from all diseases of respiratory system. There should 
■be no deformity of chest which may cause Impediment to breathing. 

(10) Genito Urinary System 

There should be no evidence of genitc.urlnary disease or any abnormality. 

:,( 1 1 ) Skeletal System 

1. The function of all limbs should be within normal limits. 

2. There should be no evidence of serious deformity of the spinal column or of 
the extremities. 

■(12) Nervous System. 

There should be no evidence of any disease of nervous system or of any mental 
■disease, 

(13) Glandular System 

There should be no evidence of tuberculosis or other disease of the glandular 
system including the endocrine glands.

(11) Skeletal System: 

1. The function of all limbs should be within normal limits. 

2. There should be no evidence of serious deformity of the spinal column or 
of the extremities. 

(12) Nervous System: 

There should be no evidence of any disease of nervous system or of any 
mental disease. In the event of any such disease the candidate should be declar- 
ed ‘temporarily unfit’. 

(14) Glandular System: 

There should be no evidence of tuberculosis or other disease of the glandular 
system including the endocrine glans. 

15. Notwithstanding anything prescribed in the aforesaid rules the Medical 
Authority and the Director Seamen’s Employment Office in mutual agreement 
may relax enforcement of any of the above standards of fitness if the seaman 
concerned is considered physically fit to perform satisfactorily his assigned duties 
on hoard ship and is constitutionally fit but has some physical defects e.g„ los* 
of 3 fingers or loss of thumb etc. if such defects are not likely to interfere with 
his working efficiency.

shall be subjected to a hydraulic test pressure of one-and-a-half 
times the boiler drum maximum permissible working pressure. This 
pressure shall be maintained for a length of time sufficient to enable 
an inspection to be made of all seams and connections, but for not 
less than half an hour. While the pressure is applied, the Inspecting 
Authority may, at its discretion, call for a thorough hammer test 
throughout the length of the welds, care being taken to avoid damage 
to the surface of the plates.
